Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C, 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 7, drawn to a wound dressing in which the peptide has SEQ ID NO:2,3,4,5 (the 
core sequence of Ala-Ala-Pro).

Group Vni, claim(s) 1 1, drawn to a wound dressing in which the peptide has SEQ ID NO: 19-22 
or Gly-Gly-Arg. 

Group IX, claim(s) 1 1, drawn to a wound dressing in which the peptide has the sequence Gly- 
Pro-Arg or Val-Pro-Arg. 

Group X, claim(s) 1 1, drawn to a wound dressing in which the peptide has the sequence Phe- 
Val-Arg. 

Group XI, claim(s) 12, drawn to a wound dressing in which the peptide has SEQ ID NO:23. 
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Claims 1-6,13-22 link(s) all the inventions. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1-6,13-22. Upon 
the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable 
linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final 
rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR

The inventions listed as Groups I-XI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: PCT Rule 13.2 defines "special technical features" 
as "those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, 
considered as a whole, makes over the prior art." Claim 1 is drawn to a wound dressing 
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comprising an agent, matrix and having oligopeptide sequences. Cohen et al. (US 2002/0012693) 
teach (claim 6) a wound dressing comprising an agent, matrix and having particular peptide 
sequences such as comprising Ala- Ala-Pro- Val (claim 9) which comprises the same sequence as 
recited in claim 7 of the current invention. Thus the technical feature is not a contribution over 
the prior art and the claims lack unity. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Species election is necessary for each of the species: 

Agent: antimicrobial, pain relieving, antiseptic, analgesic, local anesthetic, or protease 
inhibitor as recited in claim 13.

Peptide sequence : a single peptide sequence should be elected such that all variables 
. including Y and Z are uniquely identified, see claims 7,8,9, 11 .
